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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 
1950 


During the first six months of 1950, the Public Health Nursing 
activities in your town were cut to a minimum since service 
was given only on an emergency basis. In June, I was transferred 
to this district and it was necessary to take some time for orien- 
tation. Because of this, the program has not been as well or- 
ganized or efficient as in the past or as it is hoped to be in the 
future. 


In August, September, and October, six Child Health Con- 
ferences were held — three in China village and three in South 
China. The total attendance was 50. These children were given 
physical examinations and immunizations were completed as 
follows: four smallpox, eleven diphtheria, twelve whooping 
cough, and five tetanus. It must be remembered that the chief 
aim of Child Health Conferences is to provide physical exami- 
nations for infants and preschool children so that any devia- 
tions from normal can be discovered and referred to the family 
doctor for treatment. This service is made available to you 
through the combined efforts of your town and state. Plans 
for continuing this service are being made by your Health 
Council and it is hoped that every family with preschool children 
will realize the value and take advantage of this opportunity. 


Home visits have been made to follow up recommendations 
made at Child Health Conferences and State sponsored clinics. 


In November, three Typhoid clinics were held at the gram- 
mar school building. 288 people completed the series of three 
immunizations. This includes 19 adults, 156 grammar school 
children, 108 high school children, and five preschool children. 


Plans are now being made for the 1951 program which will 
include Child Health Conferences, more extensive home visiting, 
audiometer testing in the schools, and immunizations on a larger 
scale. During this year, the Civil Defense program will un- 
doubtedly become active and immunizations will be stressed. 
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In the event that an emergency arises and Maine is used as an 
evacuation area, it will be essential to have our own population 
as well protected against communicable disease as possible. 


In the face of a national, as well as a possible local emergency, 
it will certainly be necessary for each and every one of us to 
work together for a sound health program. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank your Health 
Council members and citizens who have been most cooperative.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE — 1950-51 . 


We find as we near the end of the second year in the new 
school building that we are still in the experimental stage. 
Changes in teaching methods and in transportation have been 
made which have been improvements, but are still not entirely 
satisfactory. 


At the beginning of the fall term we improved the transpor- 
tation system considerably at moderate additional cost. This 
seemed to ease the situation to a great extent, but not enough, 
as additional facilities have been necessary. Public demand 
seems to indicate that more buses on shorter routes are desired. 
This additional bus service is bound to cost more money. 


The new building is bearing remarkably under the strain 
of some two hundred pupils. One thing which has helped con- 
siderably is the gravel which has been added to the drives, 
walks and parking area. A space south of the building has been 
leveled in anticipation of an enlarged playground. Also a second 
coat of paint has been applied to the exterior. 


For the coming year, we should consider some painting of 
the interior of the building, which as yet only has the prime 
coat. Also continuous eave trough would save a lot of possible 
damage to the foundation as well as prevent, to a large extent, 
the flooding of the cafeteria floor which takes place at each 
rain or thaw. 


The lunch program is doing a splendid job. This is a task which 
is hard to accomplish on the small charge of fifteen cents plus 
a reduced amount of government aid. Ours is one of the few 
in the State operating at fifteen cents. Seventy-five per cent or 
more of the enrolment are participating in this program. Since 
the program is barely paying its own way it is felt by those in 
charge that if a small reserve fund was available they could 


do a better job and still keep the cost per meal at the same 
level. 
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Music and physical education have both been added to the 
curriculum on a part time basis. In cooperation with Winslow 
and Vassalboro Mrs. Masse has been made available to teach 
music in the school each week. And arrangements have been 
made through the faculty of Erskine Academy for supervised 
physical educational training for the pupils of the upper grades. 


The school committee wishes to thank the town people for 
the cooperation and understanding which have been experienced 
during the past year. It is only through cooperation of all that 
Democracy can be fully effective.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of China, I herewith submit 
my twenty-seventh annual report: 


The number of pupils registered in the elementary grades 
is 215, distributed in the following manner: 

Grades “* TARE Mert | oT Ve Vee LE eee 

Pupils 29 38 28 20 25 29 24 22 


Since this is an average of 48 pupils per room, crowded con- 
ditions still prevail. This is partially remedied by continuing 
to employ six teachers for the five rooms and using a modified 
departmental program. 


The transporation problem is more nearly settled than one 
year ago, but one further change is now being considered. I 
do not think that any pupils are now seriously inconvenienced 
by the present schedule, but the length of time away from home 
could be shortened somewhat in a few instances. 


Work in vocal music, under the direction of Mrs. Masse, 
and in physical education under Mr. Silva have been a source 
of enjoyment and benefit to the pupils. I hope that both of 
these subjects may be continued. 


Additional rooms at Erskine Academy and an enrolment of 
nearly 200 pupils are indications of steady growth at this school. 
My contacts with the staff at the Academy have been very 
pleasant, and I consider that an excellent standard is being 
maintained. As long as a reasonable contract price can be ob- 
tained, it would seem best for the town to continue the present 
arrangement for its high school pupils. 


The elementary teachers are doing excellent work in their 
classrooms and are taking professional courses as often as pos- 
sible. It has been a pleasure to work with the group this year 
and to try to solve our problems through democratic and co- 
operative means. The only entirely satisfactory solution to 
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over-crowded conditions is more classroom space, but we are 
all doing the best we can in the room we have. 


I extend my sincere thanks to citizens and town officials 
for their interest and support throughout the year.

To E. E. Dowe, a Constable in the Town of China, County of Ken- 
nebec and State of Maine.

Art. 8 — To choose a member of the School Committee for a 
term of three years. 


Art. 9 — To see if the Town will vote to have one or more 
Road Commissioners and, if so, vote to elect and establish pay 
for the same. 
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Art. 10 — To choose one or more Fire Wards for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 11 — To choose an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 12 — To choose all other necessary Town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 13 — To choose a Budget Committee of seven members 
to recommend amounts to be raised by the different departments 
for the fiscal year of 1951 and 1952. 


Art. 14 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate the sum of $1,000.00 for the road leading from Bumps 
Corner to Fred Thurston’s. Budget Committee recommends

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of China: 


There have been several changes in personnel since last the 
Committee reported. 


Mrs. Letha Wilson, having taught in China five and a half 
years, and having been Principal of the Consolidated School 
since its establishment, asked in December to be released from 
her contract as of December 31, to accept a teaching position in 
Winslow. 


Mrs. Wilson served on the Building Committee which planned 
the Consolidated School and supervised its construction, and 
carried the administrative duties of organizing the school and 
guiding it through its preliminary years. She performed these 
duties with much intelligence and perspective, and as a teacher 
was both able and understanding. The Town is much her debtor. 


Miss Faye Jones, after fourteen and a half years of useful ser- 
vice at the Plains School and later at the Consolidated School, 
was in December at her request granted a leave of absence during 
the months of January and February, 1952. She later tendered 
her resignation effective January 31st, and it was accepted. 


Mrs. Myrtle H. Austin, having been a member of the School — 
Committee for eight and a half years, resigned at the August 
meeting, in order to be able to accept a permanent teaching 
position at Erskine Academy. She asked the remaining mem- 
bers of the Committee to elect Mrs. Ruth E. Colwell to fill the 
vacancy caused by her resignation, a request with which they 
were happy to comply. 


The physical property is in good condition, with one exception. 
A serious and frequent difficulty with drainage will have to be 
rectified, and this may involve substantial outlay. 


More important than the physical property, the Committee 
believes that the School as a school is in good condition. 
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Mrs. Edna P. Taber was the unanimous selection of the Com- 
mittee for the post of Principal. The Committee reports only 
what the Town knows, in saying that Mrs. Taber is doing a very 
fine piece of work in the handling of administration and disci- 
pline. Her ability and reputation as a teacher need no comment. 


Miss Gertrude Jordan now has the upper grades; she has been 
offered and has accepted a permanent position. Mrs. Joyce 
Hopkins substituted for Faye Jones, and will finish the year in 
the second-and-third grade room. She will be offered a perma- 
nent position. Miss Jordan has had long and successful ex- 
perience. Both Miss Jordan and Mrs. Hopkins are able, and 
much liked and respected by their pupils; both are natural 
teachers, a characterization which speaks for itself. 


The Committee has, as is usual, received criticisms, some 
certainly warranted, some based on mis-information, a few per- 
haps ill-advised, regarding administration, teaching, transporta- 
tion, and the various other matters within its province. The 
Town may be assured that the Committee gives serious con- 
sideration to every reasonable adverse comment. 


The Committee believes that the School is being well adminis- 
tered; that the various teachers are capable of the work asisgned 
to them; that transportation is functioning as well as is possible 
with the Town’s present highway facilities; that the spirit and 
atmosphere of the School are excellent; that the School is a good 
school, and has within itself the capacity to become an increas- 
ingly good school. 


Accordingly, all teachers and employees now in the School are 
entitled to regard themselves and to be regarded by others as 
being on a permanent basis, as long as the status quo continues. 


Similarly, the transportation contracts, which come up for 
renewal in April, will be first offered to the present contractors, 
on terms painstakingly worked out to allow for the variety of 
road conditions encountered, with a view to setting an equitable 
rate fair to the Town and allowing the contractors reasonable 
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return on investment and services; if any of the present contrac- — 
tors should not see fit to renew, the same terms will be offered to 
any responsible person. 


The Committee intends to increase salaries, and wishes to 
make the increase more than a mere adjustment to rising costs 
of living. 


These things can be done if an amount equal to last year’s 
appropriation is voted this year; the Committee asks that such 
an amount be voted; it does not ask that more be voted. 


Some people can afford much better than others to pay the 
cost of school lunches, and some larger families have smaller 
means though a heavier burden. The more the Town is willing 
to give, as a Town, toward school lunches, the better the burden 
can be kept smaller for people to whom it is a serious matter. 
The Committee asks that the Town be liberal in considering the 
Article on the special appropriation for school lunches. 


On all the foregoing matter of decision and opinion, the School 
Committee is unanimous, and wishes it to be known that this is 
the case. 


In recent years the Committee, whoever its members, has rare- 
ly been unanimous on the matter of a School Holiday on Town 
Meeting Day. The present Committee is in agreement that 
grade school children are not wanted at Town Meeting, and that 
any teacher ought to be allowed to attend the meeting in her own 
Town if she wants to. 


Last year the Town Meeting took action which, as is now 
generally understood, was beyond its constitutional province, in 
instructing the Committe to declare a holiday. The Committee 
naturally gave this consideration as a recommendation; but felt 
it unfair to the Palermo teachers, and in other respects was not 
convinced that it was in the best interests of School and Town. 


School will keep as usual on Town Meeting Day, Monday 
March 3rd, this year 1952, and this gives official notice to that 
effect. 
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Individually, the members of the School Committee are in 
drastic disagreement on the need and advisability of planning 
for the addition of new rooms to the school building. They are 
however fully agreed that on this subject no one of them has any 
more weight than any other citizen, and that their sole function 
is to provide an Article in the Warrant giving the Town oppor- 
tunity to do something if it wants to. Such an Article is in the 
Warrant. 


It is the Committee’s impression that the community at large 
is in general well satisfied with the service Erskine Academy is 
giving. Our only direct contact is through Mr. Clarence Leonard 
who handles the physical education program; he does a good job, 
and the boys and girls like him. 


In duty the Committee must report that the Town’s financial 
relations with the Academy cannot be so simply described. Any 
intelligent appropriation for a contract with the Academy must 
be based on complex calculations, even if full and detailed figures 
and information are at hand. 


For the second successive year, the School Committee must 
report to the Town that while it has been asked to make a 
specific recommendation to the Town, it has absolutely no reli- 
able figures on which to base any recommendation. At the time 
this Report is signed and submitted, the Committee has not been 
asked to sit in conference with the Erskine Trustees or with any 
member of that body, and has no information of any nature from 
any official source. 


The Committee has had a request from the Secretary of the 
Board, communicated through a third person by telephone, to 
ask the Town to appropriate $12,500 to a contract with Erskine; 
and has received a letter from another member of the Board 
stating that that amount was computed on erroneous data, and 
is too large. 


Figures reliably compiled, and believed to be dependable, indi- 
cate that on last year’s appropriation of $9500 the Town would 
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have paid slightly less for the tuition of its pupils at Erskine if 
it had made no contract, but had simply paid individual tuition 
at the State-determined rate. Mr. Lord is looking into this. 


In these circumstances, all this Committee can do is to inform 
the Town that it is on its own to get any information it can, from 
any source it can, before or at Town Meeting; and that if the 
Town instructs this Committee to do anything, this Committee 
will do it if it can. 


The Secretary of the Erskine board has as usual been invited 
to be present at Town Meeting and to receive the courtesies of the 
floor to communicate anything he wishes to communicate. 


This report is unusually long; more than usual has happened 
in school affairs this last year, and the Committee wants the 
townspeople to know what is going on. 


Our own School is in good shape. It is much the disposition 
of this Committee to confine itself to its functions of 
business supervision and property maintenance, and to the de- 
termination of broad questions of policy, and to leave to an excel- 
lent Principal and Staff the running of the School. The Com- 
mittee can fortunately do this with confidence that the School 
will be run well. 


The Committee asks (except in the matter of school lunches) 
the same appropriations as were granted last year; and reports 
to the Town its satisfaction with the status quo.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of China, I herewith submit 
my twenty-erghth annual report: 


The number of pupils registered in the elementary grades is 
203. There are 27 in grade one, 26 in grade two, 34 in grade 
three, 27 in grade four, 23 in grade five, 22 in grade six, 26 in 
grade seven, and 18 in grade 8. This is an average of 41 pupils 
to a room. which is a much higher average than is reeommended 
by the State Board of Education. Additional classrooms would 
solve this problem, and should include enough of a building pro- 
gram to again allow five-year-old pupils to enter a junior- 
primary grade. 


School conveyance has gradually been improved and seems 
to be quite satisfactory at present. 


Several changes of teachers have taken place during the past 
year. While we always dislike to lose good teachers, it seems to 
me that we have been fortunate in securing excellent personnel 
to fill the vacancies. 


The pupils are enjoying their physical education and music 
classes. It is my impression that courses of this type stimulate 
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pupils to do their formal school subjects. better, as well as give 


the students a broader educational training. 


_It is my hope that arrangement can be made to continue the 
close relation between the town and Erskine Academy, since it is 
a profitable combination for both parties. Occasional differ- 
ences of viewpoint have thus far been reconciled and I hope they 


may continue to be. 


I believe the pupils of the town have had a good year of prog- 
ress, and I extend my thanks to all citizens who have made this 


progress possible.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 
1951 


During the year 1951 much has been accomplished in the 
field of health due to the excellent cooperation from your local 
Health Council. 


Very successful Child Health Conferences were held during 
the summer months with a total of 97 infants and preschool 
children attending. Each child was given a physical examina- 
tion and follow-up visits were made by your nurse to assist the 
families with carrying out recommendations made by the physi- 
cian. 


In addition to infants and preschool children, home visits were 
made to children of school age, crippled children, patients with 
communicable diseases, and adults. 


The school program included audiometer testing in both the 
grammar school and Academy. In January and February three 
clinics were held for whooping cough immunizations. Both the 
school and preschool children were invited. The total immuniza- 
tions completed for the year is as follows: 4 small pox vaccina- 
tions, 26 diptheria, 25 tetanus, and 102 whooping cough. 


Your Health Council has accepted as one of its projects the 
starting of individual health cards for each school child. It is 
felt that these cards, when completed, will be very valuable to 
the teacher, nurse, and parents. 


I would like to take the opportunity to express my thanks for 
your fine cooperation.
